Boston horror 
witnessed by 
marathon man

A NORTHAMPTON man escaped 
death by one hour at the Boston 
marathon. 

Mike Kendall, 57, from West 
Hunsbury, ran in the race at 
which three people were killed 
and nearly 200 people were 
injured by the two explosions on 
Monday. 

Mike survived because he went 
back to his hotel after the run, an 
hour before the bombs exploded, 
instead of hanging about to get 
his medal engraved. 

The race director for Wootton 
Road Runners did not even real¬ 
ise what had happened until his 
son Gavin, 27, called him from 
Northampton. 

Mike, a managing director in 
Northampton, said: “Gavin heard 
it on the news and called me 
straight away to see if I was okay.” 

Mike was staying in the Hotel 
Revere with his wife Cath, 58, and 
had planned to celebrate his fast-

est marathon time of three hours 
28 minutes that evening, but the 
award ceremony was cancelled. 

He continued: “The hotel was 
put on lock-down so nobody 
could leave. Everybody was in 
shock. 

“We saw the aftermath because 
we were two blocks away and 
could see it all happening from 
our window. 

“We couldn’t leave the hotel that 
night.” 

“They were evacuating the area. 

“All of the area was very busy 


and chaotic. 

“Everybody was in shock in the 
city. 

“Americans were in shock 
because they haven’t really seen 
an explosion like this since 
September 11. 

Assistant teacher, Valerie 
Anslow, from Wellingborough, 
also revealed she had her own 
escape from the bombs. 

The Mears Ashby Primary 
School teacher only decided not 
to enter the race as she secured a 
place in this Sunday’s London 
Marathon, but says she would 
have tried to get a spot in Boston 
otherwise. 

Mrs Anslow, 56, said: “What 
happened in Boston is not going 
to stop me from taking part in the 
London Marathon. 

“I do believe in chance and I was 
not meant to be in Boston but I 
will be in London.” 

“I know there will be heightened 
security but this will be no more 
different than other events. 

She is on target to raise £500 for 
Fairtrade.

AN ‘OUT-OF-CONTROL’ 
boxer dog has allegedly 
been terrorising dogs and 
their owners in Bradlaugh 
Fields. 

Dog owner Kay Harrison, 
66, of Goodwood Avenue, 
Parklands, said the ‘vicious’ 
mutt went for her Westie, 
Barney, aged eight. 

Kay was with Barney in the 
park when the boxer ran 
from more than 150 yards 
towards them, at 10.45am on 
Tuesday. 

In a state of panic, Mrs 
Harrison, who has serious 
neck problems, leapt from 
her motorised scooter to get 
between the two dogs. 

She said: “He was on a lead 
and a boxer came after him 
and I fell over trying to pro¬ 
tect my dog. My neck has 
been really hurting since. 

“Barney escaped with just 


blood around his whiskers. 

“If Barney hadn’t been on 
the lead there’s no doubt the 
boxer would have out-run 
him and had him. 

“As you can imagine we’re 
both pretty shook-up by 
what’s happened.” 

Kay said the boxer, which 
was not on a lead, has previ¬ 
ously growled at Barney and 
that she is worried about 
what could happen next. 

“The owner was walking 
the dog but it was off the lead 
and several feet away. 

“The dog attacked my 
Westie and he has bad legs. 

“I was on the floor and I 
didn’t see where the dog and 
owner disappeared to. 

“Luckily we were on the 
way home. 

“He has a bit of blood on his 
whiskers and some of his 
hair is wet where the other 
dog has tried to go for him. 

“They should never let it off 
the lead to attack. 


“It was so scary when the 
dog came running at me. 
The boxer would have got to 
him if he was not on the lead. 
It makes you nervous to go 
into there (Bradlaugh Fields). 

“We choose to go there 
because you can see miles of 
fields and meet the same 
people regularly who are 
also out for a walk. 

“I could not see if it was 
male or female. 

“Barney has got mobility 
problems so most of the time 
he sits on the scooter when 
we are out and about, but 
only I was on the scooter at 
the time. 

“I want to warn people 
about this dangerous dog so 
they can protect their pets as 
I’ve heard that he has 
attacked other dogs. 

“I called the police straight 
after it happened.” 

Officers searched the park 
and are currently investigat¬ 
ing the incident.

Motorists warned 

MAJOR road works are set to start 
around Northampton railway station. 

The work will start later this month 
and will be carried out in a number of 
distinct phases. 

Phase one starts on Friday, April 26 
when the front vehicle access to the sta¬ 
tion, off Black Lion Hill will be closed 
permanently. From that point forward, 
vehicle access to the station will be from 
the entrance off St Andrew’s Road only. 

This first phase of the works also con¬ 
sists of diversion of utilities for the 


Innovation Centre and lane restrictions 
will be in place. 

The work is being carried out in stages 
and the construction programme has 
been carefully planned by all parties 
involved to allow works to take place 
side by side with minimum disruption 
to the travelling public and the area. 

Additional access improvements, 
including a new left turn from Black 
Lion Hill into St Andrew’s Road, will be 
constructed in later phases of the works. 

Temporary traffic lights will be in 


place until November. 

Phase two - May - remove traffic 
island; Phase three - July and August - 
remove junction signals and start work 
on new road layout. 

Phase four - September and October - 
Construct new traffic island and carry 
out resurfacing work. 

And Phase five - November - highways 
works by Northampton Station com¬ 
plete.

THREE Conservative MPs from the 
county paid their final respects to 
Margaret Thatcher. 

The funeral service for Baroness 
Thatcher was held yesterday, 
Wednesday, at St Paul’s Cathedral in 
London. 

The MPs were amongst 2,000 digni¬ 
taries from across the world who were 
there to honour the longest serving 
Prime Minister of modern times and 
the first female PM. 

The congregation included Lady 
Thatcher’s family and all surviving 
British prime ministers, Tony Blair, 
Gordon Brown and Sir John Major, the 
current cabinet and surviving mem¬ 
bers of Lady Thatcher’s governments. 

Wellingborough & Rushden MP Peter 
Bone said he had been very moved by 
the occasion. 

He said: “I was surprised by how mov¬ 
ing it all was and I was moved by the 
service. 

“We (the mourners) were inside and 
we could see on the screens what was 
happening outside. 


“It was a very simple service and it 
was a good send off for Mrs Thatcher. 

“What did surprise me was the reac¬ 
tion of people.

Northampton South MP Brian Binley 
said: “It was a very moving event for 
myself and it was a chance to say good 
bye to a lady who played a vital role in 
my life. 

“I supported her when she took on the 
leadership challenge against Edward 
Heath. 

“I was fortunate to have the opportu¬ 
nity to get to know her better in recent 
years. 

“She was a very caring human being 
and today was when the quiet voice of 
England spoke.” 

Northampton North MP Michael Ellis 
said he was very honoured to have been 
able to attend such a momentous and 
moving event. 

He said: “It was a very moving service. 

“I thought it was one of the most mov¬ 
ing parts of the service was when the 
coffin left the cathedral and there was 
a spontaneous act by the public of

“The ‘best’ size for a normal household is 4kW (that 
is a system that will produce 4000 watts of electricity 
at its peak output). The reason a 4kW is ideal is that 
it offers the most in terms of payments you receive 
per unit. 

“If you go over a 4kW system, you get a reduced 
payment per unit and normally this will not make up 
for the extra money you have to spend on the extra 
panels and equipment. Funnily enough, if you have 
the space and money to go for a system which is, say, 
6kW, then the calculations come back inline, even 
though you receive less money per unit, because you 
are generating so many more units than a 4kW 
system. 

“Anyway, back to what we were talking about. So you 
have a nice new PV system on your roof, how much 
money can you expect back from it? Bear with me 
while I explain how much you get paid 


“Let's assume that your PV system will produce 2000 
kilo watt hours of electric per year. Currently the 
payment per kWh (kilo watt hour) is 15.44 pence per 
unit, so 2000 x 15.44p = £308.80. 

“And on top of that, 50% of what the system 
produces (so that’s 1000 kWh) is deemed to be 
exported back to the national grid. Again, this is a 
deemed payment, so it does not matter if you put 
back in to the grid all of your 2,000 hours or none of 
them, you still get paid for a deemed 50% export. So 
an additional 1000 kWh x 4.5p = £45. 

“So you would £353.80 in cash each year. 

“Now, as well as receiving this cash, it is normally tax 
free, RPI linked and guaranteed for 20 years! There 
is an added benefit to be had. 

“Remember from earlier that your system is 
producing 2,000 hours a year, well 1,000 of those 
have been sent back to the grid, so that leaves 1,000 
more hours that you have not bought from your 
electricity supplier. 


“For the sake of argument, let's assume you pay 14 
pence per unit for your electricity. So the 1,000 hours 
you are producing and using are saving you a further 
£140 yearly on your electricity bill. 

“Putting all of this together, your system is providing 
you with a total benefit of £493.80 annually. 

“You have to remember that a lot of assumptions 
have taken place here. We are talking about a 4kW 
system producing only 2,000 hours annually, where, 
in the real world, this is normally a lot higher.

TWO important pieces of 
Northampton's heritage have 
been saved and will be re-born 
in the new £7m bus station. 

The old clock and borough 
crest were taken away when the 
Fishmarket was demolished in 
March. 

They are being kept safe and 
will be incorporated in the new 
bus terminal when it is built by 
February/March 2014. 

A spokesperson for 
Northampton Borough Council 
said: “This Northampton Alive 
project is at a really exciting 
stage. With the demolition of the 
Fishmarket complete we will 
soon see the new bus inter¬ 
change start to spring out of 
ground. 

“People coming into 
Northampton will soon feel wel¬ 
comed as they arrive in a mod¬ 
ern, bright, safe and clean build¬ 
ing in the heart of the town cen¬ 
tre. 

“Recognising the past we have 
preserved the old Fishmarket 
clock and crest. Unfortunately 
the crest is not in as good a con¬ 
dition as we expected, but we 
will be trying to restore and 
incorporate both in the new 
design.” 


The £7m Northampton Alive 
project is being funded and sup¬ 
ported by Northampton Borough 
Council, WestNorthamptonshire 
Development Corporation and 
Northamptonshire County 
Council. 

Northampton Borough Council 
leader, Cllr David Mackintosh, 
said: “This is a significant mile¬ 
stone for a key Northampton 
Alive project. 

“Once complete, the new bus 
interchange will create the kind 
of welcome we want for visitors 


to the town. 

“There is so much going on in 
Northampton at the moment, 
from this to a new railway sta¬ 
tion and many other schemes 
gathering pace. 

“I’m extremely proud of our 
town and don’t think there’s ever 
been a better time to live here.” 

This is not the only major 
building work taking place in the 
town. 

There is also the £20m redevel¬ 
opment of Northampton railway 
station.

‘Dangerous’ rapist 
given seven years

A CONVICTED rapist - who has 
been branded ‘dangerous’ by a 
judge - violently attacked a 
woman just one month after he 
moved to the country. 

Gintas Burinskas moved to 
England last November from 
Lithuania and raped a 31-year- 
old woman just one month later 
in the early hours of Boxing Day. 

He had been released from 
prison in August after serving a 
ten-year term for rape in his 
home country. 

Prosecutor fames House told 
Northampton Crown Court that 
his victim had been walking 
alone on St Andrews Road, 
Northampton, at around 4am 
when she noticed Burinskas 
close to the junction with Black 
Lion Hill. 

Shortly afterwards he grabbed 
her neck from behind and 
squeezed her windpipe until she 
passed out and when she briefly 
regained consciousness and

called for help, he rendered her 
unconcious again. 

When she woke up Burinskas 
was raping her and had moved 
her into some bushes on top of a 
six-foot high wall next to the 
pavement. 

Mr House said the assault last¬ 
ed around ten minutes and when 
she later tried to run away he 
began to attack her. 

He said: “She started to run off, 
in a dishevelled state, and he was 
able to chase her and kicked her 


legs from underneath her and 
kicked her in the head four to six 
times and stamped on her body 
area and punched her twice in 
the stomach.” 

The victim again managed to 
escape and ran into the nearby 
Hotel Ibis where staff helped her 
and called the police. 

At Northampton Crown Court 
last Thursday, Burinskas, 36, of 
Victoria Road, Northampton, 
pleaded guilty to a count of rape 
and another of causing grievous 
bodily harm. 

The court heard that he was 
jailed in 2002 for a rape and was 
jailed for ten years. During that 
sentence he was also given a six- 
year jail term for ‘illicit con¬ 
sumption of drugs’. 

The victim, who is now 32, was 
left so scarred she has self- 
harmed since the offence and is 
suffering from depression. 

Judge Rupert Mayo handed 
him a seven-year sentence for 
rape, a concurrent sentence of 
four years for GBH, and gave him 
a three-year extended licence.

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Night flying could be on the cards for air ambulance 



NIGHT flying is on the 
agenda for the coun¬ 
ty’s air ambulance. 

Staff at the 
Warwickshire and 
Northamptonshire Air 
Ambulance are look¬ 
ing into the potential 
of introducing night 
flights. 

At present the ambu¬ 
lance only flies during 
daylights hours but the 


time it can spend in 
the air does increase 
as it gets lighter during 
the summer and it is 
out until 9.30pm. 

Normally it flies from 
7am to 5pm and is sup¬ 
ported by the 
Derbyshire, Rutland 
and Leicestershire Air 
Ambulance which flies 
from 10am to 8pm. 

A spokeswoman for 


the air ambulance 
said: “In order to do 
this we need the prop¬ 
er equipment like 
night goggles. 

“We also need to 
insure the heli-pads 
where the helicopter 
takes off and lands 
needs to be lit. 

“This issue will be on 
the agenda towards 
the end of the year.” 


Police warn public: 
don’t be laser louts

POLICE have released a 
video to warn people of 
the dangers of using 
green lasers which can 
lead to permanent 
damage to the eyes. 

Northamptonshire 
Police say the lasers are 
not illegal and are often 
used by astronomers to 
point out stars, but they 
fear that they could be 
regarded by some as 
just ‘harmless toys’. 


They warn that lasers 
can have a significant 
impact on pilots and 
drivers by distracting 
them and can also result 
in an eye injury. 

Last October, a 
24-year-old man was 
fined £250 for shining a 
light at an aircraft. 

He was also ordered to 
pay £85 costs and £25 
victim surcharge. 

The police helicopter 
had been assisting in 
the search for a missing 
child but was forced to 


stop after the green 
laser was persistently 
shone at the aircraft. 

Officers were deployed 
and with the assistance 
of the air crew, located 
the source of the laser. 

The helicopter was 
then able to continue its 
search for the missing 
child, who was found a 
short time later. 

East Midlands Special 
Operations Unit Ports 
Officer Rak Nathwani 
said: “In 2012 we had 33 
incidents of green lasers 


being directed at peo¬ 
ple, disturbingly seven 
of these were aimed at 
aircraft pilots. 

“The remaining 24 
incidents involved red 
or green lasers being 
used to dazzle motorists 
or being shone at people 
or into their homes. 

“Every time someone 
shines a laser at an air¬ 
craft they are risking the 
safety of the people on 
that aircraft, the conse¬ 
quences of their actions 
could be catastrophic.” 


Motorcyclist dragged 
along A45 during serious 
road traffic collision 

A 58-year-old motorcyclist was dragged along the 
A45 during a road traffic collision on Tuesday. 

The serious incident took place on the A45 at 
Barnes Meadow, Northampton. 

It happened at around 5.40pm on the eastbound 
carriageway, 

A blue BMW F800 ST motorcycle, being ridden by a 
58-year-old man, was in collision with a white 
Chevrolet pickup, being driven by a 52-year-old man. 

The motorcycle was in collision with the back of the 
pickup. 

This caused the rider to be thrown from the motor¬ 
cycle and dragged along a short section of the car¬ 
riageway. 

The motorcyclist sustained serious injuries. 

Police officers are appealing for anyone who may 
have witnessed this collision.

es and written to Prime Minister David

A CAB driver who has been fined 
a second time for smoking in her 
own car says the ruling is unfair 
because she was on her day off. 

Valerie Dean, 60, of Deano’s 
Taxis, said she was not working 
during the time of the offence 
and that the car which is regis¬ 
tered as a business vehicle, is 
also her own private car. 

She is not allowed by law to 
smoke in the vehicle at any time 
because it is used as a private 
hire taxi to drive members of the 
public in her working hours. 

Mrs Dean, of Oak Close, 
Towcester said: “I give up with 
the council, you can’t even smoke 
in the car on a day off. I was out 
shopping. I should be allowed to 
do what I want on my day off. 

“It’s just got ridiculous, do they 
expect people to pull over and 
light up on the side of the road? 

“It’s unreasonable on a day off.” 

“I wasn’t even smoking with a 
customer inside the car.” 

The smoke-free regulations 
were introduced in the UK six 
years ago to protect public health 
by preventing smoking in 
enclosed public spaces. 

Since July 1, 2007 it has been 
illegal to smoke in a vehicle that

is used as a place of work or that 
is used to transport members of 
the public, including hired cabs. 

Valerie, who plans to retire next 
year, believes somebody could 
be deliberately getting her into 
trouble and often feels like she is 
being followed by other cars.

Valerie, who owns the cab com¬ 
pany, says she has been driving 
for more than 40 years. 

The smoker of 30 years was 
found guilty at Northampton 
Magistrates’ Court on April 5 and 
fined £100 plus £150 costs and a 
£15 victim surcharge. 

Valerie claims she was not in 
her right mind at the time of the 
second offence because she had 
just been told some tragic news. 

She added: “I had just been 
informed of someone’s death on 
that same day and it upset me. 

“She was a good friend so I 
wasn’t thinking that day. 

“The person who died had 
helped me when my husband 
died in 2000, so it brought back 
some painful memories. 

“I don’t smoke with customers. 
In fact I haven’t smoked with 
customers in the car for 13 years.

THE county council election 
next month will cost 
Northampton borough council 
about £252,000. 

It will cost northamptonshire 
a total of £1.2 million, but cash 
will be refunded by central gov¬ 
ernment. 

Getting a seat will be more 
competitive this year with the 
reduction of 73 councillors to 57 
in the county. 

In Northampton this will 
change from 23 to 17 to be 
picked from the 79 candidates. 

About 60 per cent of people in 
Northampton are expected to 
vote, despite 158,168 polling 
cards being delivered to homes 
at the end of March. 

This includes nearly 30,000 
postal votes. 

Residents will be assigned one 
of the closest of the 98 polling 
stations with 98 ballot boxes to 
vote on May 2. 

Cash goes towards the cost of 
polling cards, 287 staff and 
security. 

Chief executive of three years 
Paul Blantern has taken on the 
role of returning officer for the 
first time this year.

He said: “If for example there 
are 100 cards sent out but we get 
102 back for that box, then we 
know something is wrong. 

“We then have to do a recount. 
I’m hoping we won’t have to 
count and count again.” 


Although the day is busy, Paul 
says there is a considerable 
amount of preparation which 
takes place. Planning starts 
months in advance. 

“There is a lot of preparation to 
make sure it runs smoothly, but 
ultimately a lot of the final deci¬ 
sions sit with me.” 


“On the day of the count it’s a 
bit like a baby being born. 

“You can sometimes predict it, 
but other times it is random.” 

The county councillors chosen 
will be in charge of running the 
Northamptonshire for the next 
four years. 

“My favourite bit is meeting 
the new councillors. 

“Some candidates I have 
known for five years but others I 
will meet for the first time that 
evening. It’s really interesting to 
meet who will be making some 
big decisions for the county. I 
have to be really neutral and 
impartial. I can’t be seen to be 
more politically interested in 
one party because I have to 
reveal who wins. 

“There’s a lot of excitement in 
the room during the count, it’s 
really buzzing, but you need the 
adrenaline because it can go on 
all night.” 

Staff start setting up at the sta¬ 
tions at 6.30am and then people 
are free to vote between 7am 
and 10pm. 

All of the cards will be taken to 
Kettering conference centre to 
be counted from 2pm on May 3. 

He concluded: “I really can’t 
stress enough how important it 
is to vote. If you want something 
to be changed you need to take 
the time to vote. It’s a myth that 
things won’t change. If you want 
your say, make sure you vote on 
the day!”

Dave is all heart as he 
remembers his dad

THE memory of his dad 
will prove inspirational 
for a 51-year-old cyclist 
from Northampton who

Dave will be pedalling

He said: “It’s going to be 
a challenge, especially 
when I reach any hills. 

“Unlike other people 
who would stand up on 
their pedals at these 
points, I won’t be able to. 

“I’m determined how¬ 
ever to make the finish. 

“I’ve done other rides in 
the past for the BHF, 
completing the 

Cotswolds bike ride four 
times, and now I thought 
I’d take on a bigger chal¬ 
lenge.

“The most common form is one 
person distracting the house¬ 
holder by pretending to be from 
the ‘water board’ or from a gas or 
electricity provider, while anoth¬ 
er person enters their property 
and searches for cash or other 
valuables. 

“Other methods include pre¬ 
tending to be doing repairs or 
maintpnanpp work nr impprsnn- 



ating figures of authority, such as 
police officers and social work¬ 
ers.” 

Crime Prevention Manager, 
Laura Jones, said: “This type of 
crime can have a profoundly neg¬ 
ative effect on victims’ lives and 
we tend to see an increase in dis¬ 
traction burglaries at this time of 
the year. 

“The event will offer a fun 
morning for members 
the community to 
enjoy, whilst covering 
a serious topic. 

“Anyone is welcome 
to come along - we 
are keen to spread the 
message as far as we 
can. 

“We particularly 
encourage people to look 
out for those who are vulnerable 
within the community, such as 
the elderly, who are often a target 
for this typp of primp 



“Those who come along will 
leave with a greater awareness 
about how to avoid becoming a 
victim of a distraction burglary. 

“The main message that we 
want to give to anyone who may 
be vulnerable to distraction bur¬ 
glary is: if you’re not sure, don’t 
open the door.” 

Inspector Nick Lyall added: “We 
know that this is an under¬ 
reported crime. Victims often 
feel embarrassed and intimidat¬ 
ed and are scared of losing their 
independence. 

“I want to reassure people that 
the police will do all that they can 
to support and protect victims 
who do come forward.” 

Northamptonshire Police con¬ 
tinues to clamp down on distrac¬ 
tion burglaries through 
Operation Guardian. 

A man was recently in court for 
committing a series of dis¬ 
traction burglaries in 
the Far Cotton, 
Delapre and Briar 
Hill area of 
Northampton. He 
received an extend¬ 
ed sentenced of ten 
years.

MINI Paceman 
PACE NOTES 


Paceman customers initially have the choice of two petrol and two diesel 
engines, all four-cylinder units with a six-speed manual gearbox, or an 
optional six-speed automatic with Steptronic function for 'manual' shifting. 
For diesel buyers, the MINI Cooper D Paceman features a 1.6-litre I I2bhp 
turbocharged engine with a 0-62mph time of 10.8 seconds. The flagship 
diesel is the MINI Cooper SD Paceman, which features a 2.0-litre I43bhp 
engine and will rattle off the sprint to 62mph in 9.2 seconds.

Petrol people meanwhile get a Cooper Paceman model with a 1.6-litre 
I22bhp unit offering a sprint to 62mph of 10.4 seconds, 
while the Cooper S Paceman uses the same engine, 
tuned to deliver I84bhp. It will get to 62mph in 7.5 
seconds but if that's not fast enough, the flagship 
John Cooper Works Paceman uses a 218bhp 
version of this unit allied to ALL 4 all-wheel- 
drive, taking this variant to 
62mph in just 6.9s. 

The ALL4 all-wheel- 
drive system is also 
available on the 
Cooper D, SD and 
Cooper S models. 

And extra fun can be 
summoned via a 
special 'Sport' button, 
optional on Cooper 
and Cooper D, which 
sharpens the engine's 

responses and the power assistance provided by the steering. 


The MINI Paceman is, in effect, a 
Countryman coupe. And that 
might well be the oddest of 
the MINI body styles to 
date. As with some of the 
others, you may be left 
scratching your head. Is 
this the time that MINI 
confounds us yet again or 
will the wheels come off 
with a model too far? 


Being based on the 
Countryman chassis, the 
Paceman will doubtless 
drive reasonably well for a 
car of its size and weight. One 

interesting move is to offer lowered sports suspension as standard to 
focus the driving experience a little more, although regular suspension and 
ride height are available as a no-cost option.

WHEN the Northampton 
Saints squad went for a team¬ 
building day in the Oxford¬ 
shire countryside back in 
October, few people expected 
to see Tom Wood turn up with 
his own competition-stand¬ 
ard bow and homemade 
arrows. 

The Saints and England back 
row cuts an imposing figure on 
the rugby field, terrorising 
opponents with his tough tack¬ 
ling and hard rucking, but can 
think of no better way to relax 
than a quiet few hours of 
archery or shooting. 

Wood admits his team mates 
had one or two comments for 
him and that he has perhaps 
gone a bit overboard with the 
way he has thrown himself 
into his latest interest, particu¬ 
larly after one or two eyebrows 
were raised by the organisers 
of the squad’s activity day. 

“I don’t think they’d seen that 
before,” said Wood. “I bring my 
own bow, arrows, and binocu¬ 
lars and look a bit special walk¬ 
ing down there with all of that 
gear. But it’s something I really 
enjoy and perhaps take a bit 
too seriously at times. 

“The boys have a good laugh 
at me about it, but it’s just a 
hobby and some of the lads 
have come and had a shoot 
with me in the past and taken 
an interest in it.” 

The 26-year-old first got into 
shooting when he was endur¬ 
ing a frustrating period on the 
sidelines last season due to a 
foot injury. Club sponsors UK 
Gun Works taught him all 
about ballistics and how to 
build a custom rifle, and he 


took the same intense interest 
into archery. 

Wood is fascinated by the 
engineering that goes into it, 
all of the maths and how bul¬ 
lets fly, although he is doing it 
purely for a hobby rather than 
having any intention to start 
competing. 

It gives him an escape from 
the demands of being a profes¬ 
sional sportsman, which will 
only increase on him if, as 
expected, he is selected to tour 
Australia this summer with the 
British & Irish Lions. 

“Professional rugby is very 
demanding,” said Wood. “I 
love it and I enjoy it, but espe¬ 
cially with the pressures of 
media and international rug¬ 
by, and the big games here in 
club rugby, it’s nice just to have 
an hour out there in the peace 
and quiet shooting arrows. 

“It’s the same as other people 
who play golf or go fishing, and 
I just go and stand around 
shooting some arrows. It’s my 
way of getting away from it.” 

Wood is also aiming for 
Northampton end the season 
on a high, and they can take a 
step closer to an appearance at 
Twickenham by securing an 
Aviva Premiership semi-final 
place on Saturday with a home 
victory over Sale Sharks. 

“This is the business end of 
the season and this is what we 
have played all year for - to be 
in contention,” said Wood. 
“Although we’ve not perhaps 
been at our best, particularly 
against Leicester, if we get our¬ 
selves together, re-group and 
get back on top form then we 
can do it. 

“This is where it all counts, 
isn’t it? We’re not looking ahead 
to next year or signing off yet, 
we’ve got big games to come 
and we’re still in with a chance 
of winning something.” 


Gavin gunning for Long Beach race repeat

OLIVER Gavin aims to repeat last year’s 
American Le Mans Series (ALMS) victory at 
Long Beach this weekend when he and his 
Corvette Racing team head to California for the 
second race of the year on Saturday. 

The victory around the street circuit kickstart- 
ed the season for Gavin and co-driver Tommy 
Milner, culminating in them claiming the GT 
Class title on the back of a further three wins. 

The 40-year-old began the ALMS season with a 
class victory in the 12 Hours of Sebring last 
month and is in an optimistic mood ahead of 
the shorter two hour race at Long Beach this 
weekend after his 2012 triumph. 

“Long Beach was the start of the run to the 
Championship for Tommy and me,” said Gavin. 

“As you so often have to be on street races, we 


were a little lucky in that the two cars in front of 
us on the grid had issues on the fourth corner of 
the race and their race was compromised from 
there on. 

“We still had to battle our way from then on to 
the front but our car was good straight off and 
that was a big plus point. 

“It’s a challenging track but our car seems to 
always come off the truck quick there - by that I 
mean it’s good to drive on the Long Beach track 
from the word go.” 

Gavin believes that having just two hours 
practise time will play into Corvette Racing’s 
hands and is pleased with the way the 2013 
updates wto their C6.R worked in the opening 
race of the year. 

He expects the Risi Competizione Lerraris and 
the BMW Team RLL to be their closest challeng¬ 
ers at Long Beach, and is also aware of the 


unique challenges racing on a street circuit 
brings. 

“The most important corner on the track is the 
last one and getting off that corner well is vital 
for lap time and opportunities to overtake other 
cars,” said Gavin. 

“If you can get into someone’s tow on the 
straight it’s the best chance you get to pass oth¬ 
ers going into turn one. 

“Street tracks are always a bit of a lottery, but if 
you are able to switch on your tyres fast, ride the 
bumps easily and go through and off the corners 
well, you’ve got a good chance to be fast. 

“As always with this type of course, there’s a 
mix of slow and medium speed corners and you 
have to work on direction change and traction 
as well as braking. 

“As good as it is to go fast, you have to have the 
confidence to stop fast as well.”

CLARKE Carlisle laughs when he recalls the 
story of an incident which occurred when he 
was working on an upcoming documentary 
about mental illness last week. 

“I was out in Munich and we were filming, and 
a man went to the crew behind and said ‘What 
are you filming?’,” said Carlisle. “They said it’s a 
film about mental illness and he went ‘Ah, is he 
mental?”’ 

Although he took it in good humour it is atti¬ 
tudes such as that the Northampton Town 
defender is aiming to change, and making docu¬ 
mentaries is just one of the many strands of his 
life off the field which take up much of Carlisle’s 
time. 

From commentating on FA Youth Cup games or 
the Africa Cup of Nations for ITV4 to his work as 
an ambassador for Kick It Out and chairman of 
the Professional Footballers’ Association, the 
33-year-old rarely has a spare moment. 

As well as his film, Carlisle was also in attend¬ 
ance at Kick It Out’s ‘Raise Your Game’ confer¬ 
ence last Wednesday along with the likes of Keith 
Curie, Paul Davis, Vincent Pericard, Fabrice 
Muamba and Bradley Johnson to pass on advice 
to those looking for work in different areas of the 
game. 

Given the administration side of football is one 
he is heavily involved in, it may be natural to 
assume Carlisle will continue in it when he even¬ 
tually hangs up his boots. Flowever, it is not the 
case. 

“Football administration is a very rewarding, 
but murky world,” said Carlisle. “When you have 
the combination of stakeholders there are in the 
English game - Premier League, Football League, 
PFA, FA, non-league associations, Football 
Supporters’ Federation, Referees’ Association - it 
can get very complex. 

“Sometimes procedures are incredibly slow 
because one section of that may feel marginal¬ 
ised so won’t opt into an initiative and I find that 
very frustrating. 

“There should be some kind of autonomous 
control where the opinions and needs of all of 
these stakeholders are fed into, and then deci¬ 
sions are made that are for the betterment of the 
game in its entirety.” 

Carlisle gives similar reasons for not wanting to 


follow the well-troden path from player to man¬ 
ager, admitting he would find it difficult to adjust 
to putting his faith in other players when they 
were not performing despite being capable of it. 

It would seem the media is where Carlisle’s 
future lies once his playing days are over. Indeed, 
he was close to doing just that last summer before 
having a change of heart. 

Carlisle already has one film under his belt, 
with Is Football Racist? being broadcast on BBC 
Three in 2012, and he hopes the aforementioned 
documentary about mental illness will have a 
similar impact. 


“I must say that I’m just really enjoying being in 
the media world, doing commentary and pun- 
ditry, and doing serious film-making,” said 
Carlisle. 

“The documentary that I did on racism, I found 
it very rewarding and I feel it had an impact. It 
started discussions that weren’t being had before 
and I like that. 

“Issues and topics that I have a passion about 
and are close to my heart, I have an interest in 
making serious films about. It’s not to get the 
answers, but start conversations and change 
awareness and educate people about them.”

BRIAN Mujati is determined to 
end his time at Northampton 
Saints by lifting the Aviva 
Premiership trophy after what 
looks set to be his final match at 
Franklin’s Gardens on Saturday. 

The South African prop, along 
with fellow front row Soane 
Tonga’uiha, will leave North-amp- 
ton to join French side Racing 
Metro in the summer after four 
seasons playing in the black, green 
and gold. 

A win over Sale Sharks in the 
Saturday evening kick-off would 
secure the Saints’ place in the Aviva 
Premiership semi-finals and 
Mujati has his eyes firmly set on 
ending the season a Premiership 
champion, particularly after being 
part of the team that fell agonis¬ 
ingly short of lifting the Heineken 
Cup in 2011.
